HARPERCOLLINS - already beset 
by an authors* revolt after dumping a 
bix>k by Chris Patten - faces further 
turmoil after putting on ice a second 
book which contains criticisms of the 
Chinese regime. 

Blocking of the book is fresh evi- 
dence that Rupert Murdoch, whose 
News Corporation owns Harper- 
CoUins, will not allow anything to be 
published wind) harms bis commercial 
interests in China. 

The book under threat marks the 
40il] annhreisoiy of Ibe human rights 
pressure ^up AmnesQr Intemadon- 
aL The ^upsis includes a cb^ter on 
Peking's deplorable human rights 
record to be written by the Chinese dis- 
sident Wei Jingsheng. 

Mr Wei, 47, is the leading voice of 
opposition to the regime in Peking. A 
former electrician at Peking zoo. he 
spent Idyearsbebindbarsbetwcenhis 
arrest in 1979 and his expulsion from 
China last year, after writing an arti- 
cle which criddsed the Chinese leader, 
the late Deng Xiaoping. 

Mr W:u who now Ir^ in the Unit- 
ed States, has been scathing about the 
\\^t's failure to speak out more loud- 
ly on human rights. In London in Jan- 
uary. he told the Independent: 
“Blouse of busmess they want to keep 
a distance from me. 1 think it's a piQ^.” 
His chapter had started to unnerve 
HarperCollins's senior editorial di- 
rector in London. Richard Johnson, 
who had previously been enthusiasdc 
about the propiisal from a freelance 
' journalist, Jonathan Power. 

The Independent has learned that 
Mr Johnson sought ^idance yester- 
from HarpcrCotlins’s chairman 
: and publisher Eddie Bell, and was in- 
structed not to offer any advance to Mr 
i Power until Mr Murdoch has clarified 
his position on the Communisl regime 
in Peking. 

Mr Power, who is based in Oxford, 
has already written a book marking 
. (be 30tb anniversary of Amnesty In- 
i' temationai.‘'Nobod|\' inside the show 
• [HarperCnIlins] is in any doubt about

yesterd^. ‘'fm surprised be [Mr Mur- 
doch] even allowed Qiris Patten's 
book to be o)mmissioaed. It was pre- 
su mably a sin of omission by someone 
in the HarperColUos's chain of com- 
mand." 

If his book is also dumped, Mr Pow^ 
er won't be disappointed. He has 
been ihinkiDg of vritodrawing his syn- 
opsis in solidarity with those leading 
HarperColIins authors who have re- 
volted in protest against the way Mr 
Patten has been treated. "I only went 
to HarperColIins because it is a very 
big publishing firm which has the 
marketing might and distribution net- 
work to reach the 300,000 Amnesty 
members in America,'* he explained, 
adding: To effectively fall a book 
[Chris Patten's East and West] which, 
by aD accounts, is very ^xxi is kow-tow- 
ing to the Chinese authorities in the 
most crude and elemental level" 

. If that is what he is about, Rupert 
Murdoch will almost certainty put a 
stop to plans by Mr Power to include 
a chapter in his book tty Wei Jingidieiig. 
As China's leading dissident, be is even 
more of a thorn in the flesh of the 
Communist n^une in Belong than the 
former Hong Kong governor. 

Stuart ProEGtt, the former senior ed- 
itor at HarperCoUins whose departure 
from the company last week origifial- 
ly sparked the Murdoch cootroverty, 
last night declined to comment on the 
latest developments. ‘‘I am legally 
constrained from commenting on 
this. " he said. However, be confirmed 
he was taking HarperColIins to an in- 
dustrial tribunal and said be ej^)ected 
the hearing to start within the next 
three to six months. 

Mr Wei was expelled from his 
homeland in December after serving 
18 years in a succesaon of prisons and 
forced labour camps, where he was re- 
peated!)’ tortured and confined in 
freezing cells. Since his exile began 
three months ago. he has visited Mr 
Patten in London. He also had a brief 
meeting with Derek l^tchett, the ju- 
raor minister at the fS^msign Office who 
handles Chinese aEfturs. He had hoped 
to meet nith the Foreign Secretaiy, 
Robin Cook, but the minister "had a 
fill! appointment book".

Star earned only £13, 000

Robert Carlyle, the actor who 
played the leader of the stri^^ieis in the 
record-breaking film The Full 
earned about£1.8m lost year -makii^ 
him the seventh highest earning British 
actor. Meanwhile, his feUow ‘Ttripper" 
Steve Huison received onty £13,500 for 
getting his kit off and grows his own 
v^tables on a Yorkshire allotment to 
save cash. 

HuisoD. who played loser Lomper 
in the hit comedy, said yesterday at the

Bullet girl 
saved by

An orphan flown to Britain 
for treatment after a bullet 
lodged in her head was in 
danger again yesterday as she 
fled fighting in her home 
town in Sierra Leone. 

Tenneh Cole, now eight, is 
one of 60 childrea who fled a 
British-run orphanage as 
troops from the recently de- 
posed junta went on the ram> 
page. She was flown to 
Britain in 1996 after on ap- 
peal raised money for an op- 
eration to remove the stray 
AK-47 bullet lodged behind 
her right eye. It was a success 
and she returned to Sierra 
Leone, where she was cared 
for in the Hope and Homes 
for Childrea orphanage in 
Makeoi, 130 miles from the 
capital, Freetown. The Niger- 
tao-Ied Ecomog force ousted 
Lieutenant-Colonel Johnny 
Paul Koroma's junta last 
month but has not liberated 
Makeni. Troops supporting 
the military regime, which de- 
posed elected President 
Ahmed Tejan Kabbah in May, 
have run amok in the town.

Clean-up for NHS bonus system

Action to clean up the merit 
award system which gives high- 
ranking NHS consultants 
bonuses of over £50.000 a year 
wili be announced today by the 
Health Minister, Alan MObum, 
after e^dence of racial dis- 
crimination against doctors 
from ethnic minorities. Minis- 
ters believe the ^em has be- 
come an *'oId-bc^' network". 

Those ^K) receive the high- 
est awards, of £53,645, include 
Lord McCoU, a 'Ibiy ^x)kesnian 


in the Lords on the NHS. Crit- 
ics say the awards given 
peer review among asnsultants 
are for academic merit buLtbey 
should be reformed to reflea 
commitment to the NHS. 

Consultants, especially sur- 
geons, bold the k^ to cutting' 
waiting lists and ministers are 
known to be- unhappy with 
arrangements for rewarding 
them. The cross-gpvemment 
comprehensive spending re- 
view is understood to be fo- 
cusring on consultant workload 
because of concern that some 
are doing too little. 


Many top consultants vrith 
awards have thiiviDg private 
practices and other commit- 
ments vriiich take them away 
from the NHS. 

The latest awards, to be an- 
nounced today, show for the 
first time an ethnic breakdown 
of those receivuig the bonuses. 
The figures reveal that 13.9 
per cent of NHS consultants are 
from ethnic minorities but only 
62 per cent bold an award, 
Milbam wfii say thu is *^mac- 
ceptable” and welcome ac- 
tion being taken by the Advisory 
Committee on Distinction 


Awards on three fronts: mem- 
bers of the ethnic minorities are 
to be appointed to the region- 
al conunittees which make the 
recoramendations for bonuses 
for consultants: there mil be 
better ethnic monitoring of 
Dominations for award-hold- 
ers; and the ACDA is promis- 
ing to woris more closely vtith 
the Commission for Racial 
Equality. Earlier protests about 
ses disoimmation led to a sli^t 
increase in the number of 
women consultants gaining 
awards, but the attack on the 
failure |xrq)eriy to reward mem- 


bers of ethnic minorities could 
be the lever for more reforms 
of a system many believe is dis- 
oediied. Sam Everio^on, a fir- 
mer Labour adviser and a 
member of the BMA council, 
said the figures confirmed his 
own survey showing racial dis- 
crimination in the awards. “ It is 
an.oId-bpy networii:. You make 
friends with those on the com- 
mittee and it is done by a nod 
and a wink. Th^ say it is done 
by ‘taking soundingri.^ 

Dr Everington. a GP. said 
the waiting liri coukl be reduced 
by {»ying NHS consultants to 


cany out more operations, if the 
^tem was geared to those 
working in the NHS rather 
than private practice. The 
awards are given “solety on 
grounds of merit but ... th^ are 
not intended - nor should they 
be seen- as a measure of the 
quality of treatment afforded to 
individual patients.” Thu curi- 
ous statement is intended to 
prevent their being used to 
construct league tables of the 
beri doctors. Ministerial sources 
stressed last ni^t that Mr Mil- 
bum is not seeking to scrap the 
system. 


Search 
for gold 
in Devon 
hills 


A COMPANY hoping to start 
England's first commercial gold 
mine will resume exploratory 
driOing (od^ at a seoet locatioa. 
it was announced yesterday. 

Five 100-metre-deep holes 
will be sunk by Crediton Min- 
erals in (he mid Devon coun- 
tryside at 150-mctre intervals 
from the original borehole 
drilled last AugusL 

The drilling will take plan 
over a ihree-wcck period after 
initial assay results from the fiisi 
hole which showed “four db> 
tinct horizons of gold enrich- 
ment within Ihe core”. The 
latest cores will be assayed in 
Ireland and Canada. 

“Follnwing intense miner- 
alogical and diemicat follow up 
of the ^Id occurrence in the 
first bore hole, Crediton is sat- 
isfied that it is fully justified on 
continitii^ the exploration to 
confirm the presence of gold 
over a wider area," said i 
spokesman for the company. 

While the driJllog goes on, 
other exploration work mil be 
carried out at a number of oth- 
er sites ui the exploraiion licence 
area. 

Grains of gold were discov- 
ered during last summer’s 
£200,000 test drilling pro- 
gramme in a 45 kifometie-kiog, 
12 kfiometie-wide bond of agri- 
cultural land called the 
Crediton TVough. 

It could be two or three yeais 
from the origiDal drilUng before 
the company could be certain 
it bad an “economic ore body”.

A browser presides Internet 
access; Mkrusofl's condilkm 
that Internet providers pro- 
mote only Esqilorcr brought 
accusations that it is scelung to 
control access to the global in- 
formation network. 

But Microsoil has not ad- 
dressed the larger question of 
tedmology “bundling”, the sub- 
ject of a suit by the US Justice 
Department, whidt acoiscs Mi- 
crosoft of obliging computer- 
makers to install Microsoft’s 
browser as a condition of in- 
staQing Windows. It also accuses 
Microsoft of trying to bind the 
browser so dosefy into 91%idows 
that computer-makers will haw 
no dboice but to take both or 
neitiier.Tbis, itsfys, is a breach 
of a 1995 uodertoking designed 
to preserve competition. 

Some 90 per cent of per- 
sonal oonqwters sold worldMde 
come with Windows prein- 
stalled and MicrosofL’s rivals say 
it is abusing its market position 
to squeeze out compethois. 

This is the issue that wili be 
conridered by the Senate Judi- 
daiy Committee today, when

Housing ban on 
paedophiles 'puts 
children at risk*

Local councils shoxild ooi im- 
pose blanket bans od housing 
convicted paedophiles, the 
Oiarttred Institute of Housing 
said in new guidelines released 
yesterday. 

“Hbid-Iine approaches* of- 
ten do little more than drive 
child-sex offenders under- 
ground, putting children at 
more risk, the organisation 
warned.

follows a series of incidents 
across the oountiy when con- 
victed or suspected paedophiles 
have been driven from their 
homes by angry nei^bours. 
Some councils used their 
powers under the Housing Act 
effectively to exclude most or all 
sex ofieodeis ffom houang reg- 
isters. 

In Middlesbrough, the local 
autbori^ announced that it 
would formally exclude se.x of- 
fenders from estates. In Birm- 
ingham, however, a council 
worker was suspended for al- 
legedly alerting mothers on an 
estate that a paedophQc was 
moving into the area. 

The institute argues against 
banning paedophiles, saying 
such an appro^ could ex- 
pose an auth^ty to a legal chal- 
lenge. Instead it urges local 
authorities ro work with other 
agencies including the police, 
social services and probation. 

“A hard-line approach may 
mean the ex-offender becomes 
homeless or is housed in the pri- 
vate sector and other profes- 
sionals may find it more difficult 
to manag e their rehat^tatioo,** 
say the guJdeliaes. 

The institute also notes that 
It is impossible to form a stereo- 
typical definition of a sex of- 
fender. CbUdren are more at 
risk from people they know 
(two-thirds of victims know 
their abusers) and half of 
abusers were or had been mar- 
ried. **Wbat police are most con- 
cerned about B not being able 
to trace someone with a histo- 


ry of SC.K abuse," said ihc insti- 
tute’s chief executive. Christine 
Laird. **1t's very important- to 
know where sex offenders are 
located within the community 
so we can ensure the commu- 
nity is protected.' 

The document has been of- 
ficially cndoised by the Local 
Government Assoc4ixhi, which 
represents nearly 400 housing 
associations in England and 
WUes. 

“What we are interested in 
is ensuring that a national 
framework is created to deal 
with housing sex offenders so it 
is not left to individual aminge- 
mems by police." said Jeanette 
York, the otganisatton’s bous- 
ing policy officer. “This is the 
first step towards addressing re- 
gional inconsistencies and 
mainlainiog public confidence." 

The initiative was also 
backed by Victim Support, 
which offers counseUing to vic- 
tims of crime. “We have to 
welcome what they are doing 
with regard to rehousing sex of- 
fenders," said a spokesperson. 
“It is an emotive issue and one 
of concern to vulnerable mem- 
bers of the public the victims." 

John ^dham, of the civil 
rights group Liberty, added: 
“Obviously se.x ofifenders need 
bouses in exactly the same way 
as does everyone else. If we 
can't bouse them then they are 
more likely to reoffend. 

“The key question b where 
sex offenders are to be boused 
rather than whether or not they 
should be housed." 


£50,000 dilemma 
over freed killer 


Robert Oliver served 10 yeais 
of a 15<^ear sentence after be- 
ing convicted of the murder of 
14-year-old Jason Smft, who 
was throttled and gang-rqied in 
a flat in east London, writes 
Glenda Cooper. 

Since his release he has 
been hounded from town to 
town, vnth one force having to 
shoulder a bOl of more than 
£50J)00 for keeping him in a cell 
after be sou^t refuge, fearing 
revenge attacks by the public. 

His case illustrates the de- 
bate over u^Mther convicted sex 
offenders should be able to 
live in the oommunily and, if so, 
whether people should be in- 
formed. 

Oliver was released from 
\^ndsworth prison in Septem- 
ber and regi^ered on the na- 
tional paedophile register. He 
has been hounded out of Swin- 
don, London, Dublin, Liverpool 
and Manchester. He cut hb hair 
and wore glasses to avoid recog- 
nition. but when be arrived in 
Brighton, social serrices sent let- 
ters to the patenb of 27,000 dnl- 
dren in the town. He told the 
Eveningj4jgus: *T am frightened 
for niy life. It feeb like a lynch 
mob b out there waiting to get 
me." As a result, be ended up 
in the police cell for four 
months for hb own protection. 
Sussex pcrfice estimate it cost ttie 
pubUc £50j000 to keep him un-

agreed voluntarily to go to an 
assessment centre and we are 
looking for a long-term solution 
to hb situation." 


Gulf veterans link 
cancers to missiles 


URANIUM particles released 
by Allied, shelling during the 
GulfVlhr could be responsible 
for cancers which killed 30 
Britbh veterans. 

Campaigners believe that 
microscopic quantities of de- 
pleted uranium (DU) may have 
contributed to a spate of lym- 
phatic cancers which have 
claimed the lives of UK soldiers 
who served during the 1991 (xn- 

flict. 

The artillery shells and 
bombs used by both the Britbh 
and US forces in the Gulf were 
tipped with DU to penetrate 
heavy armour plating. 

Tbny Flini, acting chairman 
of the Gulf Veterans’ and Fam- 
ilies’ Association, said: “De- 
pleted uranium was on these 
weapons as they etqslodcd with 
incredible beat and f6rce~v>fao 
knows what effect ft had on 
those in the area."

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Prostitutes’ killer brings 
fear to streets of Glasgow

Peers impose 
defeat on 
student fees

THE Government was defeat- 
ed in the Lords night when 
peers eanied an ameaUment to 
the Teaching and Higher Edu- 
ciiion KU. seeking to ensure that 
ptHtrer students pay no more 
than half their maintenance 
costs. \'oiing was 143 lo 102, an 
Opposition majority of 41. 

The vote would restore 
maintenance grants as recom- 
mended by the Dcaring repc«rL 
and last night jubilant Tories 
who led the defeat said it would 
be difllcult for the Prime Min- 
ister to seek to cn'erium the 
Lords' vote. 

“Ibny Blair said last week in 
the Commons that he was im- 
plementing the Dearing Com- 
mittee report. The Lords have 
taken him at his word. He can't 
get out of that now," said David 
Willetts, a front bench Ibiy 
spok^mao in the Commons. 

The vote was forced by 
Baroness Blatch. a former min- 
ister and the Toiy education 
spokesman in the Lords, with 
crossbeneb and Liberal Demo- 
crat support. Labour left wing 
MPs have warned the Govem- 
meni they could also rebel if 
concessions are not made by 
ministers before the Bill returns 
lo the Commons. 

Earlier, a Liberal Democrat 
attempt to owiturn the Gov- 
ernment's plan for tuition fees 
for students was narrowly de- 
feated by 14. on a vote of 110 
to 96 against the party's amend- 
ment.

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Time marches on for grand old man of the news

IT BEGAN in 1923 as a bright idea 
launched by i \^‘0 Yale graduates in their 
twenties. Heniy Luce and Briton Hadden 
created a 32-pagc news magazine - an 
enttrelyumri^ idea. The philosophy was 
clearly defined; eveiything should be “tit- 
niating or ep4c or super-curily factual". As 
the confident prospectus declared, the aim 
of the magazine was to "cut through the 
clutter of infonnation we're e:q)osed to, 
and to tiy to make sense of the worid". 

Three-quarlers of a century later, 
7tf ;it' map^e has taken on an almost em- 
blcmalic quality, representing the power 


and influence of the press world-wide. Hie 
Man of the Year slot and the cover sto- 
ries have become an international refer- 
ence point, a shorthand for fame. This 
week, some fortner cover subjects - in- 
cluding President Clinton, Mikhail Gor- 
bachev, Bill Gates and Muhammad Ali - 
wfl] be among those attending Time’s 75th 
birthday celebrations at Radio Ci^ Mu- 
sic Hall in New Yoric. Time is the accept- 
ed grand old man of news magazines 
eveiywhere. 

I^radodcalty, the Man of the Ysar slot 
was invented as a way of covering up the 
faa that the magazine had f^ed to pui 
Charles Undbergh on the cover when be 


made his pioneering flight in May 1927. 
Instead. Lindbergh was promoted to the 
cover story in a quiet week for news at 
the end of the year - the first ever Man 
of the Year. 

The magazine - whidi. according to the 
original concept, was to be readable with- 
in as hour - nsmaios predominantly 
American in its world view. But it sells 
almost a third of its5 J million copies out- 
side the United States. In Britain alone, 
it sells almost as many copies as The 
Economisi. lncreasing^> it has become a 
global news magazine, with regional. £n- 
ropean and Asian editions edited in Loot 
doo and Horig Kong respectively. 


Fbr its criti^ Time is dominated 1^ the 
culture of the soundbite. It remains an ed- 
Itom’, not a writers’, paper. The editors 
in New York argued that tb^ made the 
stories ea^ to reui and understand; cor- 
respondents sometimes feel that New Ybrk 
has tnrned a story upside down. As Lance 
Morrow notes in week’s anniversaiy 
issue: "Sometimes correspondents in the 
field and editors in New Yodt took ezactfy 
opposite views about whether a story had 
gone fiom bad to good or good to bad in 
the editorial alcfaeii^.*’ 

For the enthusiasts, this is a key source 
of wefi^Adkaged ixtioimation -in constant 
competition with Newsiveek, the rival 


that was founded in 1933. like Newsweek^ 
Time pl^ a Jtey role in a countcy where 
the national dbtribution of the heavy- 
weight daily press - the Wuhington Post, 
the New York Times, or the Los Angdes 
Times - remains patchy. 

Time is now part of a media empire 
whose influence is so enormous that crit- 
ics see damag in g conflicts of Interest. In 
some way^ these mirror the controversy 
in recent days over Rupert Murdoch's in- 
tervention to prevent publication of a book 
by Chris Patten that would be critical of 
China. The Tlme-IKhmer empire iochides, 
alongside Time momyinR ^famer Broth- 
ers movie studios, and CNN. In the 


drcumsianccs. the possibilities for Time to 
talk fiankly about ptublems at Warner Bros 
or at CNN arc clearly Kmitcd. 

But Time insists that it can remain in- 
dependent ui spirit. It insists, too, that the 
prospects remain good. The chairman of 
Time Inc, Don Logan, noted last June; " 1 
don't know of anybody making money on 
the Internet." In the meantime, howev- 
er, Time's own emphasis on online access 
has continued to grow. The magazioc now 
advertises five separate online services. 
Tinie magazine is used to rc-inwoling its . 
format. That will nu doubt continue, 
even if the bean of Uie mt^azine refoains 
the same.

A LEADING gyuaecologist 
was jailed for six years at the Old 
Bailey after admitting that he 
battered his wife with a hammer 
and then threw her to her death 
Erom their bedroom window. 

Vivian Harris, 51, blud- 
geoned his wife Jocefyo, 39, at 
least seven times as she sat sip- 
ping coflee with her back to 
OD the patio of their home in 
Beckenham, KenL 

He had suflered severe de- 
pression over impending di- 
I voice proceedings, said Nigel 
! Sweeney, for the prosecution. 

Wan4g, a consultant obste- 
trician and gynaecologist at 
Lewisham and Guy’s Hospitals. 
London, adnutted manslaugh- 
ter in June last year due to di- 
minished responsibility. His 
plea of not guilty to murder was 
accepted by the couit. 

Mrs Hairis's skull was frac- 
tured and fragments of it scat- 
tered on the patio in the attack 
- but she was still alive. Harris 
then wrapped her in a bin lin- 
er and sheet and carried her up- 
stairs to the fiist-floor master 
bedroom where be threw her 


back on to the patio, said Mr 
Sweeney. She died from a frac- 
tured spine. 

The Recorder of London, Sir 
Lawrence Vsmey, said he bad 
heard from three psychiatrists 
that Harris was suffering from 
a depressive illness which sub- 
stantially impaired his mental 
responsibility for the acts. 

He said: "The respoosibni- 
ty for the death of your wife is 
yours and yours aloTO. Itisare- 
sponsfetlity witiefa is diniinisbed 
in accordance with the law be- 
cause of your medical condition 
at the rime - but it is not ex- 
tinguished or shared." 

Harris first tried to cover up 
the death of his wife - a former 
nurse- by pretending to police 
she bad feflm from the w^ow. 
Then he confessed he had 
"si^jped”. Harris said that over 
the two months she had sub- 

jeaed him to the "most unbe- 
lievable feeling of worthlessness 
over the insane, crazy divorce." 

Defence connsel Julian Se- 
van QC said Harris's goflt and 
torment for the crime would 
never end.

RAILTRACK. (be owner of 
the nadon's raOways, could face 
criminal prosecutions over the 
"persistent poor coDdition" of 
some tracks. 

The concerns of the Health 
and Safety Executive came to 
light in a letter to Railtrack from 
the deputy inspector of railways, 
Vic Coleman. 

That said prosecutions of 
RaOtiack by the HSE were be- 
ing consideFed. In two cases, Mr 
Coleman wrote, track was "in 
such an extreme^ bad condition 
so as to be unsafe". 

Railtrack already feces an 
HSE prosecution over a freight 
train crash at BexI^ in Kent in 
FdDTuaiy last year when seven 
wagons left the track, injuring 
four members of the public. 

The inspectorate remamed 
"concerned about die condition 
of track on tbe Railtrack net- 
work". 

In one incident highlighted, 
a passenger train left' the rails 
at Harwidi, Injuring a passen- 


ger. Two days later, a nuclear 
waste train was derailed a mile 
along the same line. 

Mr Coleman said bis in- 
spectorate would not tolerate 
track that was "not being main- 
Lained in a condiiiou so as to re- 
duce tbe risk of railway 
passengers and eirq^icyees so far 
as is reasonably practicable". 

Railtrack said it had met 
safely inspectors Iasi week. 
"The railway is safe and this re- 
mains a RrUlirack priority," a 
spokesman said. 

The company's critics say it 
is parsimonious. "Railtrack has 
underspent its maintenance- 
budget by £277m. so a less safe 
railway is an uodeistandable re- 
sult," said Jonathan Brsty of 
Save Our Railways. 

Safety is a key concern for 
Railtrack. It bad a setback in 
1994, when it took over from 
British Rail. Then empty pas- 
senger coaches were derailed on 
tracks approaching Euston sta- 
tion, London. The HSE then Is- 
sued an enforcement notice 
making the company replace 
worn-out tracks.

Serb police crush protest in Kosovo

SERBIAN police char^ into 
crowds of protesting Albanians 
in tbe capital of the southern 
provinoe of Kosovo yesterday, 
knocking down scores of peo- 
ple with heavy dubs and wa- 
ter cannon in a brutal 
foUow-up to a spate of killings 
over tbe weekend. 

Despite international ap- 
peals for calm, tbe Serbian au- 
thorities appeared detenzuned 
to silence by force all dissent 
in Che Albanian-majority 
province. Tbe offices of the Al- 
banian-language new^aper 


Ko/ia DUore were raided and 
its editor, the respected Al- 
banian rights campaigner Ve- 
tan Suroi, was beaten up. 
Unconfirmed reports suggest- 
ed there bad also been ex- 
changes of g unfir e. 

Yesterday’s demonstration 
in Pristina, attended tens of 
thousands of people, followed 
a weekend of police searches 
and armed confrontations 
across the province, particu- 
larly the C^m'ca r^on, in 
at least 16 Albanians and 
four Serb policemen were shot 
dead. Tbe past few days have 
seen some of tbe most serious 


unrest since the Serbian au- 
thorities stripped Kosovo of its 
autonomous status in 1989, 
raising fears in the interna- 
tional community of an open 
armed co nflic t in which tbe Al- 
banians, despite their over- 
whelmingly superior numbers, 
are sure to be the big losers. 

Kosovo was the issue on 
which the present Yugoslav 
President, Slobodan Milosevic, 
built his career - removing au- 
tonomy for the Albanians as a 
way of stirring up Serbian na- 
tionalism, as the province is 
home to some of tte most holy 
sites of the Seihian Orthodox 


Church. It has lemained an ex- 
cuse to deflect attention firora 
Mr MDcsevic’s periitied fellings 
in Serbia and the rest of the 
former Yugoslavia, |»rticu- 
lariy since the emergence of a 
new armed element in the Al- 
banian oppoation known as 
the Kosovo Liberation Army. 

The KLA began openly 
claiming cespoosibili^ for the 
Jdllmg of Serbian poUcemen 
and Albanian “collaborators” 
last November, after months of 
dark rumours and conspiracy 
theories. Its actions have not 
only radicalised the conflict 
with tbe Serbs, but have poi- 


soned pc^tical debate among 
the Albanians whose leader- 
ship has traditionally pursued 
a poli^ of non-violence. 

Since the end of tbe war in 
Bosnia, Western governments 
have trying to use tbe 
tiireat of continuing sanctions 
against Serbia as a lever with 
which to exact concessions on 
Kosovo and a return to some 
kind of autonomy. But the 
paradox is that Mr Milosevic 
and his cronies cannot afford 
to cede ground since Kosovo 
is one of the only cards they 
have to play to avoid political 
annihilation. 


The Albanians, mcamriiile, 
are trapped in a paradox of 
their own. Kosovo can have re.i 
future as an autonomous 
province without fruitful dia- 
logue with Belgrade - for eco- 
nomic as well as political 
reasons. But no leader in tbe 
current dimatc is going to ad- 
vocate dialogue. 

Indeed, for the pa.si six 
years the Albatuans have been 
developing a parallel power 
structure, organising their own 
schools and hospitals and pre- 
tending that the Serbs - in- 
cluding a 45,000^ta>ng police 
force - are not there at oil. 


Michelin Guide consecrates chef with a foot in two kitchens

IS IT it possible to cook, beautifiilK', in two 
kitchens at once? Yes, says the Michelin 
Guide. The little red bible of gastronomy 
broke, reluctantly, with 60 years of its own 
history yesterday and awarded two sets of 
three stara, its hipest accolade, to one chef 
for two restaurants 600 miles apart 
Alain Ducasse. 41, acknowledged star 
of a new generation of cooks, became the 
first person to win six stars since the leg- 
endary “Mother” Brazier in the 1930s. His 
double consecration, for his restaurant in 
the 16th arrondisscraent in Paris and the 
Hotel Louis XV in Monte Carlo, is recog- 
nition by the guide of the managerial, su- 
per-star trend in haute cuisine. Yesterday 
Le Monde said the guide, after refusing to 
do so last year, had acknowledged that the 
future belonged to tbe “consultant <±ef".

In reply to these challenges the guide 
has endorsed two separate approaches, 
usually seen as incompatible. ^ re-bon- 
ouring Mr Gagnaire. the Michelin is en- 
dorsing a more open “globalist” cooking 
style. By doubly consecrating Mr Ducasse 
it has frttd him, Le Monde predicts, to ex- 
port his talents to America and elsewhere 
to re-establish tbe reputation of tbe clas- 
sically French tradition. 

If none of that means axiythmg to you. 
or you see no reason to spend £100 on a 
single meal, the guide is still worth buying 
or borrowing. It con tains 458 restaurants 
in the bib gourmand category, where you 
can eat good re^onal frx)d from £7 a head.

BRITAIN found itself deep in 
diplomatic mud at the United 
Nations lust night as Russia and 
other cpuntries raised objections 
to a Securin' Council resolution 
nimeJ at strengthening the 
weapons inspccdons deal bro- 
kered a week ago b\' Secretary 
General Kofi Annan with Iraq. 

Continued deadlock in the 
Council could have serious 
ctinsequences for Britain and 
the United Slates in any future 
ei^nfrontarionswith Iraq. Work 
was continuing on a draft text 
Ia.si night, and some diplomats 
held out the hope that a reso- 
lution could be adsipied today. 

As drafted by Britain, uiih 
clear encouragement from the 
US. initial versions of the res- 
oluikm wea* designed to impart 
new soliditv- to Mr .Annan's 
agreement. This promises UN 
inspeciors access to eight pres- 
ideniiai .sites in Iraq so long as 
they urc chaperoned diplo- 
mats. More importantly. Lon- 


don and Washington are seek- 
ing a resolution that would be 
3 stage-setter for instant mili- 
tary retaliation should Saddam 
Hut^in violate the Annan 
agreement. In that regard, how- 
ever. thgir shared enthusiasm 
for a resolution may now be 
about to hadcHte. 

When Mr A nnan departed 
for Iraq. VK^shington cak^ated 
that whether or not it succeed- 
ed. bis mission would make any 
future military sbnkes against 
Baghdad easier to justify. Judg- 
ing events in the Security 
Council, the opposite may turn 
out to be true. 

With Russia m the lead, sev- 
eral Council membeiswere still 
attempting last night to insert 
wording that would make it 
clear no action could be taken 
to punish Iraq for violating the 
Annan agreement without ad- 
ditional coosulcatioos occur- 
ring Gist in the Coundl. It was 
not certain yesterday whether 
WLshington could accept that 
military action be preceded 
Council deliberations.

THERE were several hundred 
of them and they were terrified.

salioD were slaughtered when 
Saddam Hussein launched a 
suiprisc attack into the previ- 
ous safe haven of Kurdistan 
18 months ago. 

I did not quite realise 1 was 
watching the ddbacle of the 
most andHtiOBS and ultimately 
disastrous attempt to over- 
throw the Iraqi leader. It in- 
volved the CIA md other 
foreign intelltgeoce services 
tryiog to use Kurdistan to 
launch a resistance war against 
Baghdad while supporting a 
militaiy conqriracy agmnsi Sad- 
dam Hussein. Bc^ failed dis- 
mally with the death of atleast 
^ Iraqis involved. 

Now it happen again. 
From aU-Over the US Congress 
come voices calling for Bill 
Qinton to try to oust the Iraqi 
^jvenunenL Senator Bob Ker- 
rey, vice chainnan of the Sen- 
ate InteOigenM Committee, 
ssQrs: **I would first of all speak 
to the 22 mfllioa Iraqis who 
have been teixorisedby this dic- 
tator and say: 'Wb are going to 
liberate you.” Senator John 
McCain, a Republican on the 
Armed Services Committee, 
said: would say it’s our goal 
to resDove him from power be- 
cause, as long as he's there, 
'we’re facing this enormous 
chanenge.” 

Few of the beUkose Senators 
who want to oust Saddam Hus- 
sein-seem aware the US made 
a big effort to do just that in. 
1994-96 with disastrous results. 
It is a superficially attractive 
idea. Somehow the belief has 
never died in the West that the 
Arab worid sees frequent mil- 


iiaiy coups. But the era of suc- 
cessful military coruspiracius 
was the Fifties and Sbaios. In 
the fast quarter-century few 
have succeeded. Sctairify .ser- 
vices an: too pervaswe. NUtiraiy 
elites arc too comfortable or 
frightened to Uike the risk.

The outcome of the latest 
crisis makes it Jar more difficult 
for any foreign backed resis- 
tance to get off the ground. The 
Iraqis and the Arabs see the 
agreement brokered by the UN 
as a victory for .S.oHA^ni They 
beh’eve it is a sign US resolve 
ui overUirow him is full of 
doubts. For instance, the US has 
always made it clear it wants a 
coup, not an insurrection. It 
does not want Iraq to break up. 

The CIA knew the diffiuul- 
ty of their task when President 
Bush first directed them to get 
rkl of the Iraqi regime. But with 
Iraq having replaced the So\’i- 
et IRiion as the Americans' 
diicf demon the agency was in 
no position to say no. Its fail- 
ure to accomplish anything at- 
uacted little publicify in the US. 

There is a measure of ab- 
surdify in the projects put for- 
ward in ^l^hingtoQ. Paul 
^Ifowitz, fonner senior State 
Department official s^ muti- 
nous detachments of the Iraqi 
axn^should be invited to march 
to safe havens in Kurdistan or 
the marries of southern Iraq.

Out oh a limb: the 
pain of Raynaud’s 


CURIOUSER and curiouser, 
I rcmcmhLT thinking, as I sal 
outside u puh in Dorset i>n a 
gloriously hot August after- 
noon. watching my left hand 
turn first white, then blue, then 
a livid shade of purpis*. 

Over the next few weeks. I 
grew aecustomed to these 
iihrupi utuieks of numbness, 
which were invariabK* follou'cd 
bv’ drumatic displays of colour. 

But it was not until sLx months 
later that I discovered what iay 
bchiiid them: I had Raynaud's, 
a painful and potentially de- 
bilitating eianilatory disorder. 

People with Ra>'naud's are 
highly sensitKv to temperature 
changes, which cause spasms in 
the .small arteries of the fingers 
and ilvs. cutting off blood sup- 
ply to the c.xlrcmilics. Opening 
a fridge door, or picking up a 
cold drink - even in summer- 
time - can be u sufficient trig- 
ger. With the tissues starved of 
hliKKj. ulcers develop which, in 
severe cases, can lead to gan- 
grene and amputation. 

Early diagnosis and ircai- 
meni are imporuint purticuluiiy 
for patients for whom Ray- 
naud's is sccxindary to a rarer 
•nnd more .seriou.s disease, scle- 
roderma. Yet then; is still a high 
degree of ignorance, acuordii^ 
to the Raynaud's and Sclero- 
derma .Association, which has 
just launched a national cam- 
paign i«> rai.se awareness. 

The etimpaign. accompa- 
nied In- striking Nock and while 
posters featuring a pair of 
hands with icicles hiinging off 
them, is partly aimed at deter- 
mining the prevalence of Ray- 
naud's. Some estimate that it 
affeeisabout 10 millkm people 

- nine-tenths of them women 

- in Britain, albeit in a mild 
form in most cases. 

Among GPs. according to 
Anne Mawdsley. director of the 
ttssixriation. there is still some 
ruluctance to take Raynaud's se- 
riou.s]y. “Doctors are belter 
than they were in the past, but 
mainly becau.se patients arc 


asserting themselves more," 
she say.s. 

My own experience, it 
seems', was fair^ typical The 
first specialist whom I saw 
warned me that my fingers 
w ould drop off if 1 wasn't care- 
ful, but said that all he could pre- 
scribe was a wann pah of gloves. 

A year on, under the care of a 
team at the Royal Free Hospi- 
tal in London, I know better. 
Conventional drugs - namely 
vasodilaiois. which widen the ar- 
teries - can help, as can certain 
vitamins and supplements. 

Only the ^ptoms can be 

treated, thou^. There is no 
cure for the condition, which is 
named after Maurice Raynaud, 
the French doctor who pub- 
lished a thesis about it in 1862. 
No cause has been identified ei- 
ther. although some believe 
that stress can be a factor. 

Anne Mawdsley, who suffers 
fnnn a particularly seven; form 
of Raynaud's, described the 
pain that she e:q)crienws. “It's 
excruciating. It feels as 'if your 
fingers have been squeezed in 
a vice, or trapped in a car 
door. Picking up a milk bottle, 
or walking ^m one room to 
anerther. can be enough to shut 
the blood supply down." 

For about 3400 people in 
this country. Raynaud's is the 
first symptom of ^Icroderma. 
an auto-immune disease which 
affects the skin and internal or- 
gans. and can be fatal. 

Worm bands are the often 
cluave goal for people with 
Raynaud's, but gloves alone 
are not sufficient. The associ- 
alion stresses the importance of 
keeping the rest of the body 
warm, and of eating hot food, 
taking regular exercise and us- 
ing heating aids, such as hand 
warmers.

Dilemma for doctor 
at cusp of research 


Jeremy Laurance 
•talks to the man 
at the centre of 
the controversy 
over the 
MMR vaccine 


“IF I AM wrong I wOl be a bad 
person because I will haive 
raised this spectre. But 1 have 
to address the questions my 
patients put to me. My duty is 
to investigate their stories." 

Dr Andrew Wakefield is a 
man under pressure. Last 
week he publi^ed research in- 
dicating a possible link be- 
tween the MMR vaccinatfon 
• against measles, mumps and 
rubella and inflammatoiy bow- 
el disease and autism. U is a 
finding that will have chimed 
with parents' deepest fears 
about the safety of exposing 
babies' developing immune 
^lems to potentially toxic 
drugs. But it also threatens to 
destabilise carefully nurtured 
vaccination programmes 
which are acknowledged to 
have saved millions of lives 
worldwide. That is a heavy re- 
sponsibility. as Dr ^^efield 
Imows. *1 have thought about 
this evezy night for the last ten 
years. My children say ‘Why do 
you do what you do. Daddy?' 
and I do not know what to say 
to them. It is a moral issue for 
me." 

His story be^ns in Canada 
in the late 1980s, where he had 
been working as a trans plan t 
surgeon. He became dissatis- 
fied with chopping out pieces 
of diseased boml and wanted 
to know what triggered the dis- 
ease process in the first place. 
One freeziog night, drinkiiig a 
pint of Guinness in a bar, he 
had an inspiration. What if in- 
Qammatoiy bowel disease was 
not a bowel disease at all, 
caused by bacteria in the guL 
but a vascular disease caused 
by damage to the blood sup- 
ply to the gut wall? 

He returned to England 
"in something of a crisis" and 
set to work at the R(^ Free 
Ho^rtaL, north London, to test 
his hypothesis. With his dose 
colleague. Professor Roy 
Pounder, who has stood by him 
throughout their decade-long 
association, he demonstrated 
that the blood supply was in- 
deed broken down by an in- 
sidious destructive process. 
They published the first of a 
series of papers in The Lancet 
in 1989, although their theo- 
ry remams controversial. 

The oext question was what 
caused the blood vessels to 
break down. At the time there 
was a lot of interest in viruses 
in blood vessels. “1 sat down 
with two volumes of a virolo- 
gy textbook and worked 
through iL I got to measles

virus and it described how it 
gets into the gut, causing ulcers 
and inflammati on. You QQUld 

have been reading an account 
of Crohn's disease [inflam- 
matory bowel dsorder]. It was 
very exddng." 

That was in 1990 and the 
pair started looking for 
measles virus in bowel tissue 
taken from patieuts with 
Crohn’s disease. They have 
been looking ever since. 

In a paper in 1994 they 
claimed to have found it and 
said Crohn’s disease was three 
times more omunon in people 
who had had measles vacci- 
nation. That study triggered a 
new rush of parents to Dr 
^K^efield’s dinic claiming 
their children bad developed 
^raptoms of autism and bow- 
el disorders shortly after 
MMR vaccination. The re- 
sult was last week’s paper. 


Moraliqr and science make 
uneasy bedfellows. When Dr 
V^ikefield speaks of morally 
he refers to his duty to his pa- 
tients. “We get these parents 
ruling up every day. They say 
‘My child has autism and bow- 
el problems and we beUeve 
they are linked'. You have to 
do something for them. These 
are the people to iriiom we are 
answer^lc." 

He admits this makes life 
difficult for public-health doc- 
tors whose corresponding duty 
is to care for populations, but 
it can't be he^ed. His patients 
come first. 

Dr Wakefield, a reader in 
experimental gastro-enterol- 
ogy, is not a crank. His re- 
search has been published in 
The Lancet, after being sub- 
mitted to expert peer review. 
He has 12 co-authom on his 
latest p^)er and is regularfy in- 



vited to speak at internation- 
al meetings ou gastro-en- 
terology. 

Yet be has been vilified and 
his researdi has been attacked 
as flawed and inadequate. 
Even The Lancet was uervous 
about it, commissioning a 
highly sceptical eommeutaiy 
and delfoerately oim'tting it 


born its usual press release “to 
avoid being alarmist," ac- 
cording to a spokeswoman. 

The Govenimeat moved 
swiftly to reassure parents. 
wfaOe the research team, born 
the Royal Free Hospital em- 
phasised that they remained in 
favour of immuoisation. 

One of Dr >AUrefield's co- 
authors confided last week 
that be would prefer to work 
on the link between bowel dis- 
ease and autism and leave 
aside the emotive question of 
the link with MMR for the 
sake of a quieter life. 

That remark drew a sting- 
ing response bom Dr %ke- 
field. “If they are 
uncomfortable th^ should 
look for a quieter life else- 
where. I can't do thaL" 

The hisioiy of scientific ad- 
vance is Uttered with individ- 
uals who held out agaitLst 


major political and commer- 
cial interests. Think of smok- 
ing and cancer. But they are 
hugely outnumbered by those 
who believed they were on to 
something and whose hy- 
potheses later died. Indeed, 
the British MedicalJoumal de- 
clared Dr Whkeficld's hy- 
pothesis dead in a an editorial 
published only six weeks ago. 

If be is right about MMR, 
governments worldwide wiU 
have to rethink their vaccina- 
tion policies, manufacturers 
will face a raft of compensa- 
ti<Mi daims and hundreds of 
patients who have harboured 
suspicions about the safety of 
vaccinating young babies will 
feel vindicated. 

If he is wrong, the conse- 
quences could be still more se- 
rious if vaocinatioo rates fall 
and measles cases start to

Alas, 
this rarely gives ooo^ietc relief 
and many patients end up giv- 
ing iq) all drugs, which isn't such 
a bad rhtng- 

So they’re just left to lump 
il? 

Yes. Because h's oot a sexy, 
lifo-thrcatcaiag disease, you 
don't got money pourizig in to 
find a cure. 

How about if you re- 
launched it -witha new name? 

Wsll that's where Dysfonc- 
rional Cut Syndrome (DCS) 


comes in. DCS has been adopt- 
ed by allergy specialists to de- 
scribe not just irritable bowel 
syndrome, but a condition 
where patients can suffer symp- 
toms all over the body 
(headaches, impaired memory, 
nasal discharge, skin rashes, fa- 
tigue, tissue swelling, joint and 
muscle pains, thrush and irri- 
table bladder.) In nearly all suf- 
ferers, investigations tirm up 
□othing and most struggle on. 
But enthusiasts such as Pro- 
fessor Jonathan Brostoffat the 
Allergy Clinic at Middlesex 
hospital have found that once 
identified, a consider^le num- 
ber can be helped with art elim- 
ination dieL It’s called the 
Slone Age diet and it’s based 
on the principle that if we ate 
what our cave-dwelling ances- 
tors did, our guts would be a lot 
healthier.

Also, a Gut 
Fermentation Test has been 
developed, on the principle 
that if you have a lot of yeast 
on board you do a lot of fer- 
menting. F^'entsare^vena^ 
oral glucose load and their 
blood alcohol and aldehyde 
levels are measured afterwards. 

What, so eating sugar can 
make these patients drunk? 

Perhaps not drunk, but a 
number , have been found to 
have blood alcohol levels above 
the legal drink-drive limit with- 
out having touched a drop.

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Sex pests mean 
bad managers 

THEY JUST don'i gel ii. Those lawyers, police ofGcers, naval coinman> 
ders. They may ooi like it. but w'omen are a fixture in the modem work* 
ptiux'. Thev urc not going lo disappear back to domestic servitude. The 
rhythms of their IK'es arc going to have to be accommodated in the places 
where we work. But why is it necessary to use the future lease? Women 
did not arrive in previously all-male environments ye^erday. Hieir com- 
ing had been presaged for years. Those senior lawyers, soldiers and po- 
lice officers have had a long time to prepare. And they rehised. It's one 
thing that so few women are getting through the ranks to replace them as 
commanding officers, judges and the like. It's quite another damning in- 
dicinienl that so many women still suffer daily from the unwelcome sex- 
ual attentions of the men they wxirk with, including their bosses. 

Sexual aiirsction happens in the workplace; but is not and never can be 
an excuse for abuse of power. If men arc allowed to get away with it, that 
speaRs of a massK'c failure of managerial process. Sexual harassment is an 
oi^misnlional pathology which affects .shareholdeix, customers and the wider 
efficiency of the economic system. With each passing year, women wiU be 
making an ever greater contribution lo gross national product, as well as 
taking a growing part in provision of such bard-to-measure services as de- 
fcncc and policing. Their contribution would be all the greater if the places 
they worked, in the privalc ami public sectors, were well managed. 

Good management begins with the strict enforcement of norms of cour- 
teous conduct and mutual respect. It does not condone a groping hand up 
n woman's skirt, let alone a pig-headed refusal to countenance women's 
movemcnl up the promotion ladder. To victimise women who dare to com- 
plain of their treatment is even worse. That men and women working to- 
gether will form attachments - '’have relationships" in the dotted phrase 
of the age - is a truism. And irrelevant. Any manager who cannot distin- 
guish assent froni oppression and provide avenues for complaint is not woitfa 
the name. 

Yesterday Christopher Sution-Mattocks stood down from the bench, 
several days after the Bar Council found him guilty of sexually harassing 
two pupils in his barrister's chambers. He may apped. Judges, even part- 
timers. must be like Caesar's wife. And that is not for their own self-re- 
sped as practitioners of the law hut for the sake of the l^al system. Someone 
who cannot tell when his attentions arc unwelcome can hard^ be credit- 
ed with forensic sldli. let alone the sensitivity and imagination to conduct 
a court case. That firm statement by the Lord ChanoeUor's office against 
sexual harassment by judges is welcome. 

Sadly the Sution-Mattocks' case is not an isolated example of that spe- 
cial abuse of trust which occurs when a senior, a leader who may assess a 
subordinate's performance, uses his position in order to seek favours. This 
is managerial turpitude. 

Yet it is with managers - partners in the case of accountants and lawyers 
~ that the buck stops. There is no point hoping for some miraculous trails- 
rorraaiion of general attitudes in the workplace at large. Awareness train- 
ing for employees only goes so far. Ultimately, harassment and the 
mistreatment of female colleagues, lei alone women in junior poritions, is 
a matter of managerial effectiveness. In puUic sector organisations there is 
no excuse. Police, firc-seivice. defence, local govemmeDt, Whitehall: all are 
supposed to have been reformed. This kind of managerial failure implies 
that the much-vaunted innovations of recent years, supposedly soon to be 
celebrated in a Belter Cuvemmem White Paper, have not gone £ar enough. 
If police ofTiccts and other officials can treat women badty in the office or 
on the beat, whal price fair policing and even-handed public service? 

As for the private sector, clearly some managers (such as Mr Sutton- 
Maltocks) arc all too ready to behave like “one of the boys". Customer 
pressure (from the clients of legal practices, for example) isa Hunt instrumenL 
There may thus be no alternative except a succession of brave women to 
speak up and bear the indignities and often the financial costs of taking 
action in industrial tribunals or using the creal^ mechanisms of profes- 
sional discipline.

Wouldn't 
it he refreshing - however unlikely il may be - to have the National Health 
Service inviting the public in to sample food prepared in hospital kitchens 
ur lest the salubrious (.and empty!) waiting-rooms in dicir accident and 
cmeigenct- departments. It's true that some schools do now open their doors 
lo would-be parents, just as some nicks, fire stations and refuse disposal 
plants have open day.s in order to impress the public with their efOdency. 
Sirme .services, however, are designed lo repel. It would not do to arrange 
scenic tours nrund Parkhurst or Durham jails - unless vdsitors emerged 
vowing newr to darken their doors again.

Countryside myth 

IT IS disturbing to see the Coun- 
tryside March being taken serious- 
ly by the GovenuneuL The Prime 
Minister has laid great stress upon 
his project of modemisafion: of the 
Labour Party, and oow of the coun- 
try. Most of tbe disparate protesters 
grouped around the demonstration 
seek to uphold tbe most backward- 
looldiig of social relations. 

In many rural areas the sodal oo- 
heaon essential to the maintenance 
of shops and services is undermined 

people w4io are absent in towns 
during the d^. House prices soar, and 
those who actually n^ to live and 
work in dm oountiyskfe are driven fur- 
ther to the social maigiDS. Meanwhile 
many town centres are depleted be- 
cause too majoroftbosev^o work in 
towns (e^ied^ the wealthy ones) 
do not live as part of the communi- 
ties which provide their employ- 
menL The shuttling between rural 
home and urban work helps to dog 
roads and contributes to pollutioiL 

Tbe solution is not, as has been 
suggested within government, lo 
subsidise petrol for rural dwellers. 
That will simply be a fonn of re- 
gressive taxation whereby the urban 
poor subsidise the maintenance of 
a middle-class dream of “a home in 
the country". A better solution 
would be tax incentives for those who 
live close to their place of work. 

This is a predomioantfy urban so- 
ciely which culturally subscribes to 
the view that mn-metropoUtan ur- 
ban life is ahv^ second-b^ and rur- 
al life always preferable. That has to 
change. We are pulling down tower 
blocks which in other countries 
would be desirable homes, and 
building miserable and alienating 
suburbs on greenfield sites because 
of the gr^ of a mythical pastoralism 
on our imaginations. 

Ihc wfahigeiag of the country 
movement proposes nothing that wiD 
modemise Britain and revitalise our 
society. The best th ing they could do 
would be to support an urban move- 
ment lo transform our towns.

THERE ARE a couple of points 1 
would like to take up following the 
coverage you have ^ven (23, 25 
niaiy) to my Public Interest Disclo- 
sure BOl. 

First, ftv the veiy reasons Dr Sl^ 
per sets out in his letter, the law will 
provide for reinsatemeot. Indeed, 
because whistle-blowers are so vul- 
nerable, the Goveiiuxieat has agreed 
to extend to them the special provi- 
sions for reinstatement pending the 
frill hearing. 

My own view, bo^iwer. is that the 
most effective way to protect whis- 
Ue-bloweis and to promote tbe pub- 
lic interest is to ensure that 
unscrupulous employers have to 
compensate any publlc-^irited em- 
ployee they victimise for his actual 
losses. As this view is shared by tbe 
CBL the TUC and ail other key in- 
terests, I am increasingly confident 
that the Government wiU accept the 
sense in this approach and legislate 
on this basis. 

Finally, if any reader is con- 
cerned about fraud, public dan^ or 
other serious malpractice and is un- 
sure whether to blow tbe whistle or 
stay silent, I urge them to contact 
Public Concern at Work (0171 404 
6609) for firee legal advice.

Lottery children ^ 

THE WAY in whidi the participa- 
tion of children in the Nutinnal 
Lottery is being dealt with ku^ cred- 
ibili^. (“Camelot told ; stop sales to 
diUdren", 27 February). 

Although it is illegal for children 
to buy tickets, they have been in- 
volved in the promotion of the lot- 
tery, from its inception. Thus, 
childnrD appeared in Uie initial tele- 
visioa adveitisetxienis and were in the 
studio audience of the live draw, 
whidi was and still is broadcast be- 
fore the 9pm watershed. Not sur- 
prisingly, audience research showed 
that tbe live draw is one of ibc most 
popular programmes with children. 

In 1995, the National Council on 
Gambling complained to the Broad- 
casting Standards Coundt about 
this situation. Attention was drawn 
to a survey I conducted in an inner- 
city school which was reported in the 
British MedicalJourruiL 'This showed 
that nearfy two-thirds of children ad- 
mitted to purchasing lottery tickets. 
The Nadonat Heritage Department. 
Ofiot and the BBC chose to dismiss 
the significance of the points raised. 

There is now a need for funda- 
mental changes In the manner the 
lottery is promoted. As a first step, 
the propo^ new television scratch- 
card show should be cancelled. ,

AcoordiagtoaieakedTeport,ane(fi- 
tios of The ihzncaei iSgwfr is doe to be 
critidsed later this we^ the Broad- 
casting Standards Conmussion as ‘in- 
accurate, mMftaHfng and imfatr " And 
now we are arguing about whether fty- 
on-lhe-wali documentaries are some- 
times faked. As far as the BBC’s The 
DrMng School is cDucemed, a 
spokeanan sai± “Some of it was faked. 
Itwas ali^t-4ieaited documealaiy. But 
the integrity was stiQ there”. Is this pos- 
sible; firim and integrity in the 
product? 

Of all the maiQr tlungs wfairii com- 
prise public service broadcasting, re- 
porting I^liament is not the least 
in^iortant. paiticulaity as newspapers, 
regrettabty, have substantially reduced 
then coi^nge. Islkstenfitymito^^ 
mfrinskaDy duD? 1 don't think it is, 
thou^ doubtless an in^ired editor 
could still improve it The raw materi- 
al is more thm adequate for the mak- 
ing a good programme. 

So far as criticism of The AzmssK A«- 
porf’s allegations about a hospital are 
c o Dcem e d, I am less bothered about tiie 
rtyhts and wrongs of the case than 1 am 
about the BBCs own investigation into 
omnplamls about the programme. The 
Complaints Unit found “minor inaccu- 
rade^ and “dear unfajmes^. Ndne-the-. 
less, no apology was made. As a result, 
if the Broadcasting Standards Com- 
missm does indeed make frenchant cdi- 
idsms. we shall be left wondering

However 1 think that the BBCs stars, 
seeing a steady friclde of sudi inddents, 
taira aim at the wrong tar^L The oth- 
er day Kate Arfie, like many others, pm 
the blame on management style.

Of course the BBC very weD un- 
derstands the public interesL A psqier, 
“The BBCs Ibn year ^^on% predicts 


that the burgeoning commetdal sector 
vriD increasD^ gravitate towards a na^ 
row range of programmes, favouring 
light entertaxnment, long-running se- 
rials, ^rt and niche services, despite 
having a greater number of channels. 
In contrast, the paper argues, the job 
of the public service bi^dcaster in 
these cbcumstances b to serve the 
whole audience, not just those parts 
which are oonunerciaDy attractive, to 
make programmes which the market 
wQ] never provide and, by setting stan- 
dards and takmg risks, limit any ten- 
dency among commercial broadk^teis 
to fi^s on the lowest common de- 
nominator. In other words, the BBC b 
to be the sheet anchor of the broad- 
casting system. 

That baQ very well. But it b not the 
onty matter weighing on the corporate 
mind From the outride, the BBC ap- 


pears as the most fortunately placed av- 
poiation in the counti>>. It blows etsetiv 
what its revenue win be ihb year, nen 
year and the year afterwards. Whuihcr 
it performs badly or not, the licence fi*e 
win continue to roU in. Added to which, 
it has dominating shares of most of its 
markets. ^ contrast Rupen Mur- 
doch’s operation looL<« as dangerous as 
frying to fly non-stop round Ae workl 
by ballooD. But that b not how the fu- 
ture b seen within the dtadeLTbu BBCs 
nightmare is that one da\’ it might lose 
the lioencB fee or see its \‘aluc drasti- 
cally reduced. As It b, the BBC can sec 
that the licence foe b unlikely to grow 
as quickly as iUt rivab’ advertising rev- 
enues or the fees from whscription and 
pay-TV. That b why the corporation ha.s 
to hack away at its cost structure, and 
the result b that Ms Adie foeb herself 
dominated by management 1 >T)cs. 

As it celebrates Jls 75lh annKrasan'. 
the Corporation feds itself on the re- 
treat. its first 50 years it maintained 
its market shares at 100 pur cent. Then 
in the 1950s, it- lost its television mo- 
nopoty, in the 1970s competifors came 
into local radio and finally in the 199Us 
the monopoly of national radio went As 
a result, considerations of public suivtce 
are not always, or. men genuralh'. the 
main focus. 

The BBC b just sis concerned as an>- 
commercial broadcastterwiih aitmcting 
the hugest poisiHc aucfience. It does not 
see bow it can continue to justity the li- 
cence fee without providing pc^ar ser- 
vices which most people want to waidt. 
If the marker generaUy is cliunhii^ 
down, then the BBC wDl dumb down. 
If the most entertaining fly-on-thc-waU 
documentaries require a little contriv- 
ing ora Mt of cheating, then that bwfaal 
wQl be done. If parliamcniazy nows ap- 
pears boring, then it can no longer be 
allowed to occupy a prominent position. 

The corporation then, b subject to 
two commandments which are often in 
competitim with each other - secure the 
'pubUc interest, and keep up the num- 
bers. Thb b where the dangerous ten- 
son Des. rather than between managers 
and creative people. Actually the num- 
bers are lool^g good. In ^ite of cable 
and satellite, BBC teievbion's share of 
all viewing has held steady at around 42 
per cent to 43 per cenL 

Thb b the task for the goverooxs. 
In the annual report, these dbtin- 
gubhed people outline a range of du- 
ties which they have assumed.

SAM CURRAN was one of ihe 
gtvul Scots of Che 2Uth century 
- iu the tradition of the heroes 
of the ISth-ccniury Scottish 
enlichltinment. 

He ibc d>'namo huhincl 
the creation of the hugely suc- 
cessful University of Strath- 
clyde. the child of the Royal 
College of Science and Tech- 
nology in Glasgow which had 
trained many of the great en- 
gincens and scientists of the 19th 
and fiisi half of the 2Uih centuiy. 

In the spring of 1 9o3. two of 
mywung consiitucmsgot into 
deep trouble at the Royal Col- 
lege. .An MPs letter to the 
Principal produced a phone 
cull at S.30 the following morn- 
ing; "Can wu eome and see 
me?" Within minutes of enter- 
ing the room. 1 .sensed that I 
was in the presence of one of 
the most effective, superbly 
well-informed, and humane 
academic heavyweights. 

His ewes twiiijkling behind his 
light hom-riramed speetades. 
Siun Curran wanted to do his ut- 
most for two tlrsi-yeor students 
from workins<lass families. 


the first from those families ever 
to get near higher education - 
and did to their enormous ben- 
cfiL He told me that no "«il- 
ing" should he placed on 
numbers of students in higher 
education. He held the pas- 
sionate belief that every young 
person who wanted to tiy high- 
er education should be given a 
chance, and his messianic belief 
in Sualhclyde UnivecsiW gave 
practical implementation to 
that belief and was a >^hiclc for 
carrying out what was a noble 
goal. 

As soon as our business was 
finished in relation to my erring 
constituents, it became obvious 
that the reason for the tele- 
phone call and the early sum- 
mons to meet him was that he 
saw the chance of recruiting a 
young Scottish Member of Par- 
liament to the cause and ideals 
of technical education as he sow 
them. As Prime Minister, 
Harold Wilson told me a year 
later. "Sum is one of the peo- 
ple in higher education whose 
gixxl opiiu'on of our policy I re- 
alfv coveL" He was one of the 


rolti models for those of us who 
believed in the white heat of the 
iccbnological revolution. 

Sam Curran was bom one of 
the two remarkable sons of 
John Cunan, a Fifer. and Sarah 
Crowe, from Ballymena. Cb 
Antrim. The other, Robert Cur- 
ran, was for 20 years Leith 
Professor of Pathology at Birm- 
ingham Univeisty. Hie Currans 
moved tt> Lanarkshire and Sam 
became dux (bead boy) of 
Vl^haw High School His life- 
long ebampioning of the im- 
portance of science and maths 
tcachcia in school he asenbed 
to bis own good fortune of 
being superbly taught by 
dedicated teachers at ^^fishaw. 

First class honours in Math- 
ematics and Natural PhOosophy 
t physics) led to a PhD at St 
John's College, Cambridge, of 
which he was to become an hon- 
orary fellow 30 years later. At 
the Cavendish Laboratory be 
had the good fortune not only 
to have Lord Rutherford as his 
head of department but to work 
closely under C.TR. Wilson. 
Nobel prizewinner and inven- 


tor of the doud chamber, and 
. Harry Jones, father of Dame 
Angela Rumbold MP. 

On the outbreak of the Sec- 
ond World War Curran went to 
the Royal Aircraft Establish- 
ment at Farnborough. He 
worked on the development of 
long-range ^ntimeire radar 
and the proximity fuse. Among 
his colleagues was Joan 
Strothers, whom he had known 
at Cambridge and who was an 
cqjcrt on the scattering of str^ 
of tin foil in the air with the re- 
sult that enemy radar was dis- 
rupted It was caDed “Operation 
Windonv”. Cuxran married Joan 
Strothers in November 1940. It 
was to be a mniriage of 57 out- 
standing bappy years. She was 
pivotal to his success as a sden- 
tist and as a vice-chancellor. 

In 1944 Curran was ^nt to 
the Radiadon Laboratory in 
Be rkeley, California, to work on 
the dev^pment of what was to 
beaxne the ^omic bomb. While 
working for the Manhattan 
Project he invented the Scintil- 
ladoo Counter, an instruraent 
for measuring radio activity.

This achievement was greatly 
praised by bis old mentor CTR. 
WOson. than whom DO man was 
in a better posidon to judge. 

Curran returned to the 
Physics department of Gla^gw 
Univstsity at the q>ec»l request 
of Professor Philip Dm, one of 
his former senior colleagues in 
the Cavendish and by that dme 
Professor of Natural Philosophy 
at Glasgow. 

He worked at HarweD from 
1955 to 1958 and then became 
chief scientist of the Atomic 


Weapons Research Establish- 
ment at Aldermaston for a 
year. He told me that he hdd 
pangs of consdeoce when he 
saw the piourcs and beard the 
songs of the Aldermaston 
marchers and that this deter- 
mined in part his dedsioa to re- 
turn to Gla^ow as Principal of 
the Royal College of Saence 
and TechnolQgy. Z won't s^ di^ 
be feh guilty but after talkhog to 
fais great friend Sir WUli^ 
IVnoey be thought he shared 
some lespoDsibiUty for a sub- 
stantial of the work on the 

l^drogen bomb. 

Much later in life he told me 
at a Strathclyde dinner. "1 didn’t 
agonise to the extent that Sir 
James CSiadwick [isolator of the 
neutron] a^nised over his part 
in making Hiroshima and Na- 
gasaki possible. But I did won- 
der where the ultimate results 
of my work and that of nqr 
colleagues would lead.” 

Ikying tribute to Curran, 
Professor Sir John Arbuthnott, 
the present distinguished Rnn- 
cipal of Strathclyde, said; “Cur- 
ran transformed the Royal 


Coltegc - itself n internationally 
renowned institution - into a 
university. Throughout his 
many years as I’rincipal, he 
never lost sight nf the ideals of 
Strathclyde's founder, John An- 
deisoo, and inGsted that the uni- 

veraty should usefully serve 

society in all its manifestations. 

“Sir Sara insisted that its 
graduates should be trained 
and educated men and women 
who would respond to industry 
and their prof^ions* chan^g 
dreumstances. He was a man 
of vision and the seeds of 
Strathclyde's current success in 
oommerdalising hs rescardt ac- 
tivittes were sown by him back 
in the Sixties and St^ntics.’* 

Quran had many wider in- 
terests. He was a meniber of the 
Council for Sdentific and In- 
dustrial Research. 1962-65, of 
the Sdence Research Council, 
1965-68i, Chief Scientific Adviser 
to the Secretary of State for 
Scotland. 1967-77. and Hon- 
orary Presideat of the Scottish 
Polish Cultural Association. 
His links with the Polish com- 
munity were a part of his life. 


as was his work for Emibic, a 
charily concerned with the incii- 
tally handicapped. Hugh Stew- 
aru'its Deputy Director, pirimeil 
out that it was in recognition ol 
his efforts for those with leom- 
ing disabilities that Enable's 
office and leisure fadlilies h:ive 
been named Qirnin House. 

“Curran had a powerful 
combination of pragnialism. 
passion and vtston." says Sir 
William Stewart, formerly the 
Govcnunent'.s Chief Scienlific 
Adviser. “Scotland is much the 
poorer for his passing."

IN LATE N34 George Gersh- 
win. In the process of creating 
his masierwork. PM^yanJ Reus, 
wrote to the libietiisi DuBose 
Heyward: 

Hea* » an exdling hit of aews. I heard 
iihoui a mao singerwho teaches mu- 
<>iL‘ in Wbbhinglon and arraoged Tor 
him to cumv and sing for me. In my 
opinkm he is (he closest to a ooknuvd 
lit4x‘ii I tunv e^cr be<udL He is about 
XU foot tall and wriy well propor- 
liuncd with a rkh. bonning voice. He 
would make a superb Crown and. I 
ihink. just a.sgpod a Porgy. 

The composer had in fact 
found his Porgy. Gershwin had 
originally been so taken with the 
idea of starring l^awrcncc Tib- 
hett. then at the height of his 
fame os a baritooe at the Met- 
RpoUtan Opera House, that be 
had considered having TIbbett 
perfonn in blackface, but his 
discovery of Duncan solved all 
problems. Duncan, like his Bess 
(Anne Brown) and the rest of 
the opera's cast, was not expe- 
rienced on the operatic stage 
flUL the lyricist Ira Gershwin lat- 
er said, “brought a humour 
and pathos to the role which 
helped considerably to human- 
ise Porgy. making him dignified 
but not maudlin". 

For his part, Duncan was not 
sure that be wanted to sing 
Gcrabwin. "I was a bit of a 
stuffed sbirt." he stated later, 
"and thought of George Gersh- 
win as being Tin Pan Alley and 
something beneath me." 

He was horn Robert Todd 
Duncan in 1903 in Danville. 
KLemucIn'. and attended Butler 
Llniversily and the College of 
Music and Fine .Arts in Indi- 
cin.'ipitlis. reecning a master's 
degree in voice from Columbia 
Universirt'. In 1929 he went to 
New >brk to study, becoming 
a Profcjwor of Voice at Howard 
Uniwrsttv in >Abshjngion DC in 
19.^1. 

li was while singing the role 
of .Aifio in an all-black pro- 
duction of CavaUaia Rusticana 
at the Mecca Temple on 55(h 
Street. New York, that lie was 
heard tw the music critic Olin 
Downes, who recommended 
him to Gershwr'in. At his audi- 
tion he sung a little-known Ital-

ian aria by SecchL "Liinff Dal 
Carv Bene”, which impressed 
the wmposer. "Evety other 
singer." said Gershwin, “had 
sur^ spirituals or ‘CHd Man 
River'." 

When Gershwin soul to him, 
“Will you be my Porgy?" the 
wary Duncan replied, “I don't 
kmwv. I'd have to hear your mu- 
sic." When George and Ira lat- 
er performed tholr Porgy songs 
fur Duncan be had no doubts. 
"I was in heaven." be said. 
"Those beautiful melodies in 
this new idiom - it was some- 


thing I had never heard. By the 
lime they got to Porg/s final 
song ‘I'm On My Wiy' I was 
weeping." He wrote in a fetter 
to Cersbwia "I have seriously 
worked rai owart for years wait- 
ing for a serious worit like this, 
opien to the serious Negro 
artisls." 

Directed by Rouben Mam- 
oulian, and Bess opened 
on 10 October 1935 hi New 
York and bad a mixed receptioD 
- while drama critics generalfy 
praised the piece, music critics 
were worried about its hybrid 


nature and the presence of 
hit tunes which th^ felt com- 
promised its posidon as an 
opera, ft ran for a modest 134 
performanecs. When it was re- 
vived in 1942, again with Dun- 
can and Browne as leads, 
audiences had come to know 
many of its great son^ and 
mth redtadves cut and a small- 
er production it was a hit, nm- 
oing for 35 weeks and touring 
successfully. 

In between these produc- 
tions. Duncan bad starred in 
London opposite Edna Best in 


the thriller 77ie Sun Never Sets, 
and in 1941, at the request of 
the director Mamoulian. he 
bad played the Lord's Messen- 
ger. sent to earth to encourage 
the reformation of the gambler 
“Little Joe", in the Vernon 
Duke /John I^atouche hit 
Cabin in the^. Four years lat- 
er Duncan became the first 
black artist to appear with the 
New Yoric City Opera when he 
sang the role of 'Ibnio in 
Po^acd. 

When Alan Paton's poedc 
novel set in South Africa. Cry 
i/k Oounfiy. was tained 
into a Broadw^ musical. Lost 
in the Stars, by Kurt Wbill and 
MaxvfoU Aodeison in 1949 
(with Mamoulian again as di- 
rector), Duncan starred as the 
preacher who forms a bond 
with the fiitber of a young 
white liberal who has been 
lolled by the preacher's son. 
Thou^ the static and harrow- 
ing show was not commercial- 
ly successful Duncan’s songs 
included the popular title num- 
ber and the critic Robert Gar- 
land wrote: “Hie beauty and 
simplicity of Oy the Bdoved 
Country infrequently comes 
through. Only Ibdd Duncan 
seems to sense the novel’s 
artful artlessness.’' 

The show was Duncan’s last, 
but in the 1955 film Unchawed 
be played, the inmate of a min- 
imum security prison and 
introduced the hit song “Un- 
chained Mekxfy", which was 
nominated for an Academy 
Award. 

Duncan continued to teach 
at Howard University and as a 
concert singer performed arias 
and Lieder in more than 2,000 
performances in 56 countries. 
Married since 1934 to Gkutys 
Jackson, a teadier, he contin- 
ued to ^ve siogiDg lessons at 
his home in Washington until 
recentty.

ROLV RYSSDAL, PKaident of 
the European Court of H uman 
Rights fr^ 1985 until tus death, 
was an outstanding individual 
who made exceptional oontri- 
butions to justice. A jurist oFdis- 
tinctioD occup^g the highest 
domestic and international of- 
fices, Ityssdal lemained a pleas- 
ant, nna.<aaim?ng and chaiming 
person without aity pomposity. 

Ryssdal started judida] work 
as a junior distria judge in 
Norw^ in 1940. A jut%e by day, 
by n^ht he played an active role 
in the Norwegian resistance to 
Nazi occupation, which led to 
bis being detained from De- 
cember 1943 until his country 
. was liberated. The experience 
of living under totalitarianism, 
enduringde^lnjusticeandim- 
j i rianninent, he >ynlce Kwte ahniit; 

but h was reflected in his later 
judgments, and ^)eedies about 
the pu^se of the European 
Convention on Human Ri^ts. 

After the Second World 
ytir, Ityssdal had ameteoric . 

gal career, vraridng successive- 
ly for the state 'and as ao 
advocate in private practice, cul- 
minating in serving in the key 
administrative role as Secretary 
General in the Ministiy of Jus- 
tice. In 1969, he became Chief 
Justice of Norw^s Supreme 
Court, a pod be held for some 
15 years. In 1973, he first be- 
came a Judge of the European 
(jourt of Human Rights. At that 
time the court had few cases, 
avera^ng around one a yean 
just 17 rulings had been Sliv- 
ered when be joined the 
court In 1979, his feDow judges 
elected him Vice-Presideot of 
the court and in 1985 he was 
elected its President 

The volume of cases before 
the court increased massively 
during the '25 years Ryssdal 
served as Judge and particulaity 
during his presLdeacy. By his 
death some 733 judgments had 
been delivered some 632 
when he was Prudent 

At a ceremoity to honour bis 
memory last week, Rudolf 
Bernhardt, Vice-Piesideiu of 
the court did not exaggerate In 
descifoing Rolv Ryssdal’s posi-

tion as um'que in the history of 
uy international court and in 
^tlng, “Rarely can one man 
have played such a pnxnineat 
role in a tystem of justice, be it 
international or national'’ 

A number of features stand 
oat from ItyssdaTs presidency. 
He had a fine le^ mind, of 
course, but above all be dis- 
played tZie balance and good 
sense which mark out the best 
judges. His period as President 
coincided with new states be- 
coming party to the Convention 
on Human Rights: some of 
these bad grave human-rights 
problems. Op such cases, the 
court has been firm in uphold- 
ing the international standards 
which the convention was 
created to provide. 

Ryssdal played a pivotal role 
in promoC^ institutional re- 
form, which comes to fruition 
this November with the estab- 
litinnent of the full-time court 
Ityssdal pressed for all the stan- 
dards in the convention and its 
protcxnis to be acceptecl in- 
clnding lYotocoi No 6 on the 
abolition of the death penalty. 
He frequently stressed the im- 
portance of domestic juices’ be- 
ing able to give effect to 


fundamental rights themselves. 

At a public lecture in Lon- 
don 18 memths ago. ftyssdal an- 
swered critidsm of some in 
Britain that the European Court 
of H uman Ri^ts bad ov’er- 
stei^}ed its remit or mi^dged 
the correct balance between 
public (oterest and protection of 
the mdividual He stressed that 
many of the cases which came 
to Strasbourg from the United 
Kingdom onty did so because 
our judges could not apply the 
conventioa directly. He strong- 
ly frivoured their being peimii- 
to do SO, Stressing that it was 
best for balancing r^ts and the 
public interest to be done at the 
oailoDal level 1 know that he ' 
was personally delighted that ^ 
this^h^ipeasooDlatheUK ' 
when the Human Rights Bill is 
enacted.

Legal aid board could refuse to meet claims 


Regina v Leg^ Aid Board, ex 
parte Rafina; Queen^ Bench 
Dhrision, Crown Office List (Mr 
jusdee Latham) 12 Febrxary 1998 

THE LEGAL Aid Board was 
entitled to refuse to meet 
claims mode ty a solicitor un- 
der the green form scheme in 
respect of work undertaken by 
a self-employed consultant 
where that vrork had been in- 
adequately supervised. Where 
an appeal against such a refusal 
was dismissed by the board’s 
area oomminee, the oonnnittee 
should give its reasons. 

The court dismissed an ap- 
plication for judicial review of 
decisions of the Legal Aid 
Board arising out of daims 
made by the applicant firm of 
solicitors under the green form 
sdieme. 

The board became con- 
ceroed about the claims beii^ 
made by the applicant under 
the green form s^me, noting 
that one person, under the 


reference AF. appeared to 
have been working for more 
than 24 hours a i^y. and that' 
the daims appeared to be al- 
most pro forma. 

The firm's sole principal 
stated that the work had been 
earned out by a Mr farah, and 
that the bouis claimed did not 
reflect the work carried out by 
him, but by a number of cleds 
or associates employed by him

The latest figures before this 
week’s meeting of the Bank of 
Englaixi^ Monetary Policy Com- 
mitiee (MFC) left a question 
mazk hanging over interest rates 
yesterday.

David Macide, UK econo- 
mist at JP Morgan, said: “Al- 
though growth has slowed, it 
probabbt hasn’t slowed enough. 
The Bank is definitely on track 
to raise interest rates a^n." 

In tbe other camp. Robert 
Barrie at CSFB sai& “Rales 
ought to be left well alone. In- 
flation is low and monetary 
conditions are ti^t enough." 

The opposing views could 
each claim support from ye^ 
terday’s figure January saw

Mortgage lending was a 
shade weaker during the month, 
leaving total personal borrow- 
ing neaify unchanged from De- 
cember, at £3.2bo.

INDONESIA'S inflation rate 
accelerated to 32 per cent in 
February - its highest in 23 
years - as the devaluation of 
the rupiah and a lingering 
drought drove prices for food 
and clothing higher, the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics said 
yesterday. 

Ana^fsts said the rate of in- 
flation put the Indonesian 
government's fuO-year inflation 
target of 20 per cent out of 
reach, and predicted prices 
wcxild have risen ty 50 per cent 
or more by the end of the year. 

“The threat of hyper in- 
flation is very real, and puts 
market attention back on the 
urgency of measures needed 
to address this,” ANZ Invest- 
ment Bank wrote in a report 
yesterday. The annual i^a- 
tion rate accelerated from 
1 8.07 per cent in the previous 
month as the consumer price 
index, the key measure of in- 
flatioo, rose to 255.06 points 
from 193.59 in February of last 
year. The monthly change in 
the index jumped 12.76 
per cent in February from 
January, compared with Jan- 
uary's 6.9 per cent rise from 
December. Consumer prices 
rose just 1.07 percent in Feb- 
ruary of 1997. 

Analysts said the govern- 
ment's official figures tend to 
understate price rises. “This is 
just tbe reported figure, can 
you imagine what it's really 
like out in the villages?” said 
Jimmy Koh, a regional econ- 


omist at independent Eco- 
nomic Analysis in Singapore. 
“I was looking at 50 per cent 
for the full year before this 
number. Now TU probably 
revise it higher.*' 

There was little relief in 
sight for Indonesia, which has 
been battered by the 73 per 
cent decline in the rupiah in 
tbe past year, which has cast 
a li^t on how much the coun- 
tiy has relied on imported 
goods. 

Chicken breeders have 
gone out of businesses because 
they can’t afford imported 
chicken feed anymore, drug 
prices have started to soar and 
aluminium soda cans, which 
are made with imported meioL 
are in short supply.

IS US business really so 
tiooal? It is a (facial qnestioa 
because so much of the eothn- 
siasm OD Street is founded 

on the assumption that some^ 
thing special has happened to 
American companies — that 
they have somehow a 
step change in their efficiency, 
and that this siq)eiior peifbr- 
manoe will «iahi^ die economy 
to race onwards. Abrief visit to 
the States last week has 
convinced me that some thing 
qiecial has indeed been faWng 
place in the US - bnt that it k 
not quite as ^>ecial as, ^hll 
Street seems to think. 

Anyone who works with the 
beM laz:^ US corporations will 
beanrareoftbeqnalilyofman- 
j^emenl, the attEsitkm to detail, 
and ^leer hard work of the peo- 
ple there. But to say that big US 
companies are very good and 
are becoming better is not just 
an fappmmrionieriff judgement: 
you can see it in the figores. 
Have a look at the gr^ib on the 
left. It shows vtiiat has been 
happening to US productivity 
over the last 2S years, produo- 
tiviQr both in manu&cturmg 
and for the lum-fann buaness 
ecoDOc^ as a vriiole. 

A couple of. obvious points 
emer^ One is that since the 
eaify 1980s recession manu- 
fsctuiing productivity growth 
has put in an eaXian^ sdid 
peribnnaDce. It im at bebween - 
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2 per cent and 6 per Cent a year 
through most of the 1980s, 
'^ioii^ned potitive through the 

early 1990s recesarai, and then 
poOed away right through the 
fosmng boom. It is an aston- 
ishing performance, all the

The other point is less nn- 
P^esave. If yon look at mano- 
fscturii^ things are terrific, 
and when we thmir of large 


US labour prodocthrity 
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think of manu&ctnreis. If you 
look at thevdtole economy, the 
pcifbzinance is less wondeifuL 
This is the flip ade of the 
amazing abilhy of the US econ- 
ooqr to create jobs: in the ser- 
vice sectors, productivi^ has oot 
been rising ^st, for companies 
have been tending to meet ad- 
ditiona] demand not by im- 
proving productivity but by 
taking on more people. 

As with all figures, 370U 
should take this with a pindi of 
salt I suspecr that these general 
productiviQr numbers fail to 
take into account improve- 
ments in the quality of service 
that has taken place in the US. 
As anyone who idats the US 
regularly will have noticed, the 
quality of service continues to 
improve • but It is veiy hard to 
pin this down in the statistics. 

Nevertheless, it is dearly 
much harder to increase piod- 
uctirity m service industries than 
in manufactming, wfai± is a 
pcoUem since onty about 18 per 
cent of US GDP is now ^n- 
erated by manufacturing. So - 
you can have corporate excep- 
riftnalisnp CQ -eristfiig alni^de 
quite muted productivity growth 
in the ecoDooty as a vdiole.

That there 
win be a slowdown at some 
stage is not in doubt Boonomies 
never move bads to their trend 
growth and stick there: they 
tend to overshoot both on the 
upside and the down.

Tigana in 
search of a 
vintage year 
at Monaco 


The coach of Manchester Unrted's 
next opponents tells Dominique Baldy 
why he refuses to live in the past 


IT SEEMS, of late, to have 
become the vogue to cite a foot- 
buller's willingness lo slay 
behind after bis (cam-mates 
for extra training as evidence of 
the superior dedication that 
enables the great player to 
stand out from the rest. 

However, the last man work- 
ing out on Monaco's idyllic 
training ground, set high among 
the cliffs of the Cdle d'Azure, 
yesterday will not be coming 
face to face with Beckham and 
company at the &ade Louis II 
lomoTTOw. at lea^ not directly. 

The figure still working up 
u sweat as the firsi of the play- 
ers' high-pcrfonuance cars 
begin to negotiate the descent 
back towards Monte Carlo is the 
Monaco coach and former 
French midfield legend Jean 
Tigana, the man Alex Ferguson 
must outwit if Moncbesier Unit- 
ed are lo reach the semi-finals 
of the European Cup. 

"1 train daily," Tigana said, 
“as 1 believe a coach cannot let 
himself go. and must exhibit the 
same professionalism that be 
expccLs from his jHayers." 

This certainly seems lo con- 
firm the popular perception of 
Tigana as a man noted on set- 
ting the highest standards, both 
for himscll'and others. As a play- 
er. his skills and fiercely com- 
peliihc sfiirit earned him 52 caps 
during France's goidun era in the 
IMSUs. playing alongside Michel 
Platini and Alain Ciresse. 

Twice .1 World Cup semi- 
finalist. winning a European 
Championship in l^. and five 
Jumeslie lilies while playing for 
Bi>rJeuux and Marseilles, 
Tigana ha.s transferred his suc- 
cess to (he couching arena, 
where his team are in pursuit of 
a unii|uc treble. There has even 
been talk (hat he may take 
lA’er as euach of Barcelona 
next season, or perhaps take 
charge of the national side 
when .Aime Jucquel steps down. 

Watching Tigana putting his 
multi-talented squad through 
their paces ctirlicr. the impivs- 
A was \Jv.n Ik is respeaed first 
and lined xceund. With the 
i.>piionsopcn to him. Tigana has 
to pul the iKxtLsinnoI nose out of 
joint the laie.si being Metor 
Ikpeha, who discovered that 
being .Africiin Funballer of the 
>'ear was no assurance against a 
spell on the bench. Ikpcba 
learned his lesson and scored 
Kvth goals in Saturday's 2-0 
French Cup win over Marseilles. 


“He's a veiy quiet, private 
man.** Monaco's Scottish mid- 
fielder, John Collins, said. "He 
knows what he wants, and if he 
doesu't get it, you're uot in the 
team. It's as simple as tbat." 

When it comes to Man- 
chester United and Ferguson. 
Tigana offers little more than 
the respect he automatically 
considers due to fellow com- 
batants also pursuing success on 
a number of different fronts. 

"We respect Manchester 
United, but with no inferiori^ 
complex,” Tigana s^ “I was 
delisted with the draw because 
both games should be superb 
footbaO occasions. Fve never met 
Ferguson, but his ability not 
just to achieve success bin tt) then 
be able to repeat it is a quality 
that I admire in anybody. 

T've had them watched, nat- 
urally. but there are so many 
good piq'eis there that I couldn't 
realfy pick anybody ouL” 

None the Jess, t^re is a Unit- 
ed old b(^ on whom Tigana is 
better qualified than most to 
hold forth, for he and Eric Can- 
tona go way bade, to their for- 
mative years in Marseilles. 

"Yes, I've known Eric since 
he was a little boy. As well as 
being from the same district he 
was at school with my little 
brother, and we were both dis- 
covered playing for the local 
club. Caillols. In later years we 
played together at Bordeaux 
and Marseilles.” 

Had Cantona delayed his 
retirement by another season, 
the two Caillols boys might 
have met up again in the more 
rarefied atmosphere of the 
Champions' Cup. but Tigana 
feels it was disappointment of 
unfulfilled international ambi- 
tion that was the main reason 
for Cantona's rcUrement.
